"Spotlight on Jackson's Drama" is one of Jackson's cherished trophies. 
In it, is recorded in pictures and clippings, the development of theatrical 
productions from 1938 to the present offering. Students and teachers 
alike tend to gasp unbelievingly when they see the pictures. "We've 
done so much!" they say. "No wonder Jackson's productions became 
famous throughout the city." Indeed for a while each term saw the 
presentation of at least one full-length show and more frequently two— 
one musical, one dramatic—were offered in a single term. 

With the increased teaching load which strangled time, the war, 
the lack of materials and the shortage of available staff, the dramatic 
heritage of Jackson staggered and fell. Now again those of us who 
know how great a port such activity can play in the development of 
students, how much it should be incorporated as a necessary part of 
the curriculum are trying to give impetus to a rebirth of the drama in 
our school. The task is great. Its cost in previous time and energies is 
heavy. Yet for the training in cooperative, unselfish working to¬ 
gether, for the poise, the joy, the knowledge it gives; for its perfect 
lessons in democratic activity we earnestly hope that you, our audi¬ 
ence, will do all in your power to make dramatic production a part of 
the curriculum with its due allotment of time rather than have it on 
extra appendage. 'Only in this way will the march of drama in Jack- 
son continue with the full vigor that has thus far brought it to fruition.
